His whole 
Creature-nature, Root and Branch, in 
perſonal Union, 1s the heavenly Creature- 
ſpirit or Holy Ghoſt, render'd communi- 
cable to Angels and Men, by the exalted 
Creature-Son and Branch.

Chriſt was ative in carrying on the 
Death-work upon himſelf, as Firſt-born 
of every Creature ; and ſo was he, in his 
ſecond Sacrifice, by carrying on the Deatly 
of our whole mortal Nature, in him, Sp#- 
rit, Soul and Body, By the Holy Ghoſt 
or heavenly Creature-ſpirit in him, did he 
crucify the Spirit of our Naturein himſelf, 
Lake 12.49, 50. He was alſo a volun- 
tary Giver up of his Body into the Hands 
of Men, under Devils, to put a full Period 
to all that was mortal about him, Johx 
IO, 17, 18, Fe laid down the Life of our 
whole mortal Nature, axd took it up again, 
in the originally incorruptible, umnmortal,

Abel, 
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Abel, Tſaac and Jacob, were the joyful, 
happy Types and Patterns, in their Per- 
ſons and Principles, of thoſe that follow, 
obey, and declare the whole Counſel of 
God, in the Myſtery and Power of God- 
lineſs, for the Salvation of Men, and pre- 
venting their Damnation. 

All, fod in the former, under Satan, 
unchangably hate and perſecute the latter. 
In their holy Fleſh, Righteouſneſs of Man, 
they fight againſt God's holy Goſpel- 
ſpirit and Righteouſneſs of God, in true 
ſpiritual Saints. There's, fora time, ſome- 
thing of the Caiz, Iſhmael, and Eſau, even 


| inSaints, not only fighting and warring 


againſt the true Abels, Iſaacs and Jacobs, 
Paul's Cafe, before his Goſpel-Conver- 
ſion, ( Aﬀs 26. 5—11.) but alſo againſt 
the Goſpel-Spirit and Principle of Life, 
Deſire, Thought and- Action in them- 
ſelves, after. This alſo, Paul experienc'd, 
after an eminent Apoſtolical, Goſpel-Saint ;.

Iy and Chriſt's ſpiritual Mind in them, 
tiſl Nature (in the thinking and deſiring;

their living and walking in the undifturb'd

onal, ſenſual, and vegetable, in and b 
_ afitly Organiz?d Body. As for Mankind 
they do gradually deſcend from one ano- | 
ther, in a continued Succeſſion, Genera- | 
tion after Generation, for a compleating | 
their Perſonal Beings, from the beginning | 
to the ending of this mortal World. 
What became of Angels, good and bad, 
by the firſt well-pleaſing Paſhve Obedi- 
ence of the former, and firſt unpardona- 
ble Sin of the latter, has been above- 
ſpoken to, Chap. 4. of this Treatiſe. Man, 
inferiour to Angels, in their ſingle intui. 
tive natural Underſtandings, ( tho in the 
fame kind of Mortal, Earthly, Firſt- Co- 
venant Lite) 1s, 1n his compleated Perſo- 
pality, a much more comprehenſive Being, 
than an Angel. He 1s the moſt compleat

From 
the fame infallible Mouth of God, we 
have a yet ſeemingly harder Saying than 
this; No Man can come to me, except 
the Father which hath ſent me, by the at- 
trachive Power of his electing Love, draw, 
bring and give h/mz to xe, John 6. 44. 
And, I will give eternal Life t0 as many as 
the Father hath given me, (John 17, 2.) 
to all, whoſe Names are written in me, the 
living Word and Book of Life, (Revel. 


12.8.) predeſtinated to be conform'd to me, 


' W in that heavenly, eternal Creature-life, 


into which T was exalted, as the Lamb 
flain, from the Foundation of the World, 
out of the Death of the Firft-creation, 

| into 
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into the Life, appointed to be given An« 
gels and Men, by a Second, Rev. 13. 8. 
Rom. 8, 29. The attaining eternal Life, 
is not of hins that willeth, nor of him that 
ranxeth, in the Life, Will and Underſtand- 
oe his own Spirit, at beft ; but of the 
VU1ll of God, who will ſhew to whom he pleaſe, 
ſuch Mercy, as is the Free-Grace-Giit of 
quite another Lite, Will and Underftand- 
ing, than was given Angel or Man, in their 
Firſt-creation, Row, 9.16. The Eleitjon, 
or Ele& from among Mankind, will obt aw 
what they feek for, even eternal Life ; the 
reft will be blinded by Satan, and find eter- 
nal Death, Rom. 12,7. Theſe, with ma- 
ny the like Sayings in the Scripture, ſeem 
exceeding hard to Man's Wiſdom, in 
which, i the attaining eternal Life, or 
fcaping eternal Death, be not-inthe Pow- - 
er of his own Will; and if the things of 
God, in his eternal Goſpel-life, be quite 
out of the reach of his own Underitand- 
ing, fo as that it is impoſſible to be ſav'd, 
in his own Will and Way, he is ready ( 
with his ſtrong Reaſonings to charge God. 
himſelf with Unrighteouſneſs, as requiring 
Impoſlibilities, Rem. 9. 14—a2z. Man, 
$f 19 M4. with 
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with all his frong Reaſons, when he produ- 
ces his Cauſe, and ſtands up in his own 
Defenceagainſt God, will be found Yes or 
worſe than nothing, Iſa, 41. 21, 24. All 
ſeeming hard Sayings, in the Scriptures 
of Truth, about Mens eternal Concerns, 
(the finding eternal Life, depending fſin- 
gly and meerly, on the eleting Love of 
God) exclude none from the Hope of a 
Share or Portion therein, tillgulty of the 
unpardonable Sin againſt the Holy Ghoſt 
or Goſpel-ſpirit, and ſo, of unchangea- 
ble Enmity to God. Even Goſpel-Saints 
know not who are elected of God, till 
it appear to them, by the ſelf-evidencing 
Fruits of Chriſt's Goſpel-ſpirit, in them, 
On this account, Paul knew his Goſpel- 
converts, amongſt the Theſſalonians, - 29 
be the Eledt of God, 1 Theſſ.1.4,5, Thoſe 
that are elected of God, and ſhall be true 
Saints, are born, with all others of Man- 
kind, dead in Treſpaſſes and Sins, Epheſ. 
2.1. Col. 2.13, Could the ſelf-confident 
righteous Scribes and Phariſees, think Ma- 
ry Magdalen and Rachens,theEleQt of God, 
while in the ſame corrupt Spirit of Na- 


ture, with other Publicans and common 


Sinners, 
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Sinners, in Filth of Fleſh ? Could awa- 
ken'd Goſpel-Saints think Paul elefted of 
God,. when they ſaw him a fierce Perſecu- 
tor, and Blaſphemer of all Goſpel-Truths? 
None are abſolutely excluded from a 
Hopetulneſs of a Share in God's ele&ting 
Love, and fo of finding eternal Life, till 
fixed by their own ſinful, unpardonable 
Choice (and God's righteous Judgment 
upon them, in giving them up thereto) 1n - 
Filth of Fleſh or Spirit, corrupt or righ- 
teous Nature, rendring them a literal or 
myſtical Sodom, in unchangeable Enmity 
to God and his Goſpel-ſpirit of Grace and 
Truth. No Scriptures, rightly interpre- 
ted and underſtood, give ground to any, 
for deſpairing or giving up all Hopes of 
God's eletting Love, ſave to the two 
aboveſaid Sorts of Sinners. A diftruſting 
our; own Underſtandings, and Wills, at 
beſt, as to the findingeternal Life, orever 
anſwering the whole Mind, Will, and 
Counſel of God ; ſuch a kind of Defpair, 


is a Duty, of high Concern; and, afalſe | 


Confidence therein, is exceeding dange- 

rous, as anſwering Satan's whole Coun- 
ſel, toour eternal Deſtrution. God fore- 
warns 
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warns us hereof, Yer. 10. 23. Prov. 3. 
5—7. None will finally take this warn-' 
ing, but the Eleft, and not.they, till the 
dormant Seed of Goſpel-life, unknown to 
themſelves, be aQtually quicken'd and wa- 
ken'd up in them. The Words of God's 
Wiſdom and Counſel about our eternal 
Concerns, are univerſally contrary to the 
Words of Man's Wiſdom. Chriſt told 
the ſelf-confident Law-righteous Scribes 
and Phariſees (who reckor'd themſelves 
and Followers, ſuch as were b9vz of God, 
(John 8.

| of God, Saints have God on their Side; 
who can be againſt them, (Rom.8.31,) ſo as 
ro do them the leaft Harm? 1 Pet. 3. 12, 
x14. Whatever Devils or Men, as God's 
permifhive Hand, can, 1n their implacable 
| Ma- 
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Malice, do to them, is infallibly overruPd | 
by God's infinite Wiſdom and Power, for } 
their greateſt Good. They are ſecur'd 
from any hurt, by the great red Dragon, 
or any of his innumerable ſerpentine Seed 
of Mankind, Rev. 12.3—5. What was | 
the Iſſue of the firſt War, in Heaven, 
between Mzchael and his Angels, in the 
heavenly Lite and Glory of the New or 
Second-creation, and the Dragon and his. 
Angels, in the earthly Lite of the firſt, 
we find, v. 7, 8. They were utterly ex- 
cluded out of Heaven, from ever entring 
thereinto, as transforn?d by themſelves 
into the Guiſe or Appearance of true Go- | 
ſpel-Angels of Light. And, by ſuch de- 
ceitful Work, does that Old Serpent, the 
Dewil and Satan, deceive the whole World,

38.1, 2, He 
ſaw not, as yet, or underſtood the un- 
ſpeakable Advantage of all this ſtrange 
Dealing of God, with him.

He refleQ- 
ed upon his former Condition and flou- 
riſh in all worldly Proſperity, and ſuch 
an Eminency in Wiſdom and Righte-

creation, The Righteoufneſs and Wits 
dom of Man are the beſt fort of things;

The prevailing Power and Danger of 
Selt-love, did moſt fignally appear in the 
firſt Sin of evil Angels. Under the cleareſt 
Knowledg of the Will and Command of 
God, that was poſſible to be given to their 
{upream natural intuitive Underſtandings, 
for the right uſe of their natural Beings 
and Life,griven them 1n their Firſt-creation, 
1n order to the Second, they turn*d away 
from God's Offer of the latter, in Love 
ro themſelves, in the former.

And, allalongthis World, when 
any are reſtor*d into the Lite of the Firſt- 
creation, and brought under high ſpiritual 
enlightning Gifts, convincing Diſcoveries 
and Offers of the heavenly Creature-lite of 
God by a Second, evil Angels doattempt, 
and prevail with many, under ſuch Ad- 
vantages, to fetch them back again, from 
Chriſt's offer*d eternal Goſpel-life of the 
Creator, in his holy Spirit, and ſet up for 
themſelves in their own holy Fleſh, or 
earthly Life and Righteouſneſs of Man, 
Gal, 3.

Chriſt crucified the living Soul of our N a- 
ture, in himſelf, by which, he purchas'd 
the reſtoring of that, in Mankind ; and, 
therein, alſo, became an unerrable Pat- 
tern to them, for the right Uſe thereof, 
in Paſhve Obedience ta the Will of God, 
in order to the attaining that heavenly,
